WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The conference committees 
representing the Senate and House reconciled their differences 
and reached a complete agreement on the tax reduction bill 
late this afternoon. Approval of the compromise by both houses 
and by President Coolidge is assured and the bill will become 
a law in time to give taxpayers their reductions in taxes on 
1925 income, the first installment of which is due March 15, 


next. 


Thousands of persons will be re- 
lieved of all income taxes under 
the new law and those whe will 
continue to pay will receive reduc- 
tions ranging from 25 te 76 per- 
cent. | 

The principal features of the 
compromise between the House 
and Senate bills are: 


SURTAXES REDUCED 


(1.) reduction of sar- 
taxes In the middle brackets, 
(2.) Retention of estate. or ia 


tax. 
A Increase in corporation 


(.) Retention of automo 
theaier and other amusement 
stamp taxes. 

The compromise measure will re- 
duce revenues by 111,000. dur- 
ing the calendar year 1926 and 
$343,000,000 during the year 19 

Both Senate and House conferees 
made concessions and both took 
credit for scoring important points. 

The Senate conferees won out in 
their insistence upon retroactive 
reductions in gift and estate taxes 
which formed a major point of 
controversy and also obtained ap- 
proval of their cuts in middle sur- 
tax brackets and of the repeal 
of the capital stock tax and sub- 
stitution of an increased tax on 
corporation earnings. Nearly all 
of the 100 or more administrative 
amendments of the Senate bill 
were accepted. 


ESTATE TAX KEPT 

The House conferees, on the other 
hand, triumphed in their 
of the retention of the Federal e- 
tate tax, which wad repealed in 
the Senate bill. They forced the 
adoption of the House reductions 
in estate tax rates, but 
an increase in exemptioné.

PEKING, Feb. 19.—Vice-Consul 
Chapin ia expected to arrive at 
Hsin-yang Chow with provisions 
for the twenty-six Americans and 
two other missionaries whose food

constant fire in the ruins of the 
Lutheran Mission outside the 
Great Wall. 

The Kuo Minchun army has re- 
leased the American missionary, 
John Bly, after being, convinced 
that his visit to Gen. u Pei Fu's 
lines was solely for the purpose of 
getting an appeal to the Consul, 
since the missionary's children a 
suffering greatly. 

It is impossible to ascertain 
conditions within the Great Wall, 
where famine exists after a three 
weeks’ siege, among the sufferers.

With citadels of enioniem in 
some of the city’s prominent eat- 
ing places, union culinary creft 
leaders are putting fresh vigor in 
their efforts to unionize hotel em- 
ployees in Los Angeles.
